reenact America’s most defining 
military conflict was tragically 
stymied. Organizers had to call the 
battle off due to rain. 


“This is about touching the past,” 
explains Sullivan a half-hour after 
taking an imaginary bullet in the 
Friday morning battle that kicked 
off the weekend's events. He bites 
into the steak sandwich that had 
been calling to him on the battle- 


| field and sends grease dripping 


down his wool uniform. A construc- 
tion worker in Frederick, MD, 
Sullivan made the drive to Gettys- 
burg in the air-conditioned comfort 
of his Ford F-150.

Inside sleeps a very comfort- 
able Confederate Army, some of 
whom chat on cell phones organ- 
izing their battle plans. Included in 
this mix is a fully dressed mountain 
man—clad in animal hide—and 
a Prussian officer with a faint 
resemblance to Colonel Klink from 
Hogan's Heroes. It looks like they 
| showed up for the wrong reen- 
| actment. There’s also an Abraham 
Lincoln walking around, a few 
months too early for the Gettysburg 
Address. Instead of fighting, he 
spends most of his time avoiding a 
troop of Girl Scouts who want a 
photograph. On top of all that, the 
battlefield boasts two Robert E. Lees

One mer- 
chant even peddles Civil War-era 
pornography from the back of a tent 
that is supposed to display instruc- 
tions on how to perform amputa- 
tions with a saw. When asked for 
a coveted shot of a portly 1860s

ass, the merchant shifts around 
nervously, then opens a book of 
photos that would make even the 
most hardened soldier blush. 

Since many of the participants 
insist on existing in an earlier time 
period for the duration of the 
weekend, the poor concessionaires 
must contend with a number of 
strange requests.

I’m also going to the 
gym five times a week. It’s me and all 
the new mothers trying to lose their 
pregnancy bunts. I have some life. 

We take it as a compliment to our 
talent and destructive ability that 
they want to tie us up for so long. It’s 
sort of a tribute to the potential that 
we have to wreak havoc.

THE ASTRONAUT 


Dr. Norman Thagard on drinking sweat, watching interstellar porn and being the first American on the Mir Space Station 


You were the first American to 
train and then launch into space 
with Russian cosmonauts, in 1995. 
Was there a clash between the 
American and Russian styles? 
Ulf Merbold, the European Space 
Agency's first astronaut, once said 
to me that in Europe they have alot 
of rules, but they tend to not pay 
them much attention. In the United 
States, we don’t have so many rules 
but we take them very seriously. 

Any examples in particular? 

When Yuri Gagarin was getting 
ready to become the first human in 
space on April 12, 1961, on his way 
to the launch pad he had to go to 
the bathroom one last time. So they 
stopped the vehicle and he got out 
and relieved himself against the 
tires. Every crew since, including 
mine, has followed that tradition. 

Any other rock-’n’-roll cosmonaut 

moments? 

Well, we took a case of cognac with 
us into orbit. 

They let you bring booze to Mir? 
We threw a party, as is tradition, for 
the launch support folks at Star 
City, which is an hour from Moscow. 
There was a case of cognac left over 
and we decanted it into these liter 
lab bottles, put the caps on tight 
and wrote “COK” onthe side, which 
is Russian for juice. They were taken 
out to the Soyuz rocket and given 
to the cargo master, who manages 
the weight and balance and all that. 
They loaded them allin, and ifthey 
had any questions, I guess they 
were answered to satisfaction. 

So you caught a buzz in space? 

We were there for four months, so 
maybe ona Friday night, the flight 
engineer, Gennady Strekalov, would 
come to me with a little smile on his 
face and say, “It's time to havea 
drink.” We each had a straw and 
would sip a bubble of cognac.

about two days. When I got to Mir, 
though, I realized it takes more 
like two weeks.

Imagine yourself going to bed right 
now and not getting up for four 
months straight, even to go to the 
bathroom. Your muscles are a use- 
it-or-lose-it phenomenon—they 
waste away and even your heart 
weakens. When we returned to 
Earth, out of the three of us, I was 
the only one who walked off the 
vehicle unassisted. The other two 
were carried off on stretchers. 
When you're up in space for that 
long, what do you do about fresh 


| air and water? 


The vapor in the air is basically liq- 
uefied, and then it’s purified. It 
goes through a filtration system 
and a disinfectant system and you 
wind up drinking that. 

So aren't you drinking sweat? 
The only moisture in the air is the 


sweat of the crew, so yeah, you're | 


drinking recycled sweat. They also 
recycle the urine, but they don’t use 
it for drinking water, for psycho- 
logical reasons. That goes into a sys- 
tem that breaks the urine down into 
hydrogen and oxygen. They dump 
the hydrogen overboard because it’s 
flammable, but they use the oxygen 
for the cosmonauts to breathe. 
There's a lot of lethal space junk 
orbiting the earth. Were you ever 
worried about getting nailed? 
On my first flight in 1983 on the 
Challenger, we noticed a ding inthe 
pilot's window, so we knew we had 
hit some space debris. When we got 
back, they analyzed the window 
and then decided they had to

On our Mir mission, which 
lasted four months, we actually had 
a fair amount of time off, say from 
noon on Saturday through Sunday. 
Besides your booze stash, how did 
you guys blow off steam?

There were all sorts of movies, 
overdubbed in Russian, of course.

I don’t know exactly how it gets up 
there, but I assume in somebody's 
private stuff, because you're each

sonal things to take with you. 


So, some poor Russian chose porn? | 


Well, they're soft, not X-rated. It’s 
probably more like hard R. There is 
full frontal nudity, but there’s no 
explicit sex. 

That has to be the most expensive

Yeah, probably so, but for the crew 
it’s a psychological thing. We got a 
progress re-supply vehicle during 
our stay, and our families and 
friends had been allowed to include 
a 10-pound care package for each 
of us. One of my friends had sent me 
a copy of the Sports Illustrated 
Swimsuit Edition. My commander 
took a real interest in it and so I 
wound up giving it to him. 

What was the first meal you ate 

when you got back from space?

To rotate a full 360 degrees in midair, approach the jump 
with your lead shoulder dipped and your lead arm across your body with 
your hand on the opposite hip. Once you take off, throw your arms forward 
to create your spin momentum. “Keep looking over your shoulder for the 
landing,” he says.

Hit a jump while 
riding switch, aka with the opposite foot forward from normal. Do a simple 
180, then tack the frontside 360 onto the end of it. “It’s easier if you cork,” 
says White, so tilt your front shoulder backward, which will angle your body 
and make you parallel to the mountain slope. “This way you can spot your 
landing right away because you're sort of sideways” White swears this trick 
shouldn’t take more than a day to learn. “It looks a lot harder than it actu- 
ally is,” he says. “This one will get it done for the girls. They'll take notice” 
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ADVANCED: Cab 720 


“You'll need to hit a bigger jump to do this one,” White says. Pretend you're 
doing a Cab 540, then sock on another 180 degrees of rotation at the end. 
“It’s easier if you grab tail,” he advises. To clarify for any perverts, that 
simply means holding onto the end of the board after takeoff. “If your arms 
aren’t hanging onto something, they'll just be flailing and you'll have a 
harder time keeping yourself steady.” Those still having trouble with more 
basic tricks can use that tip as well.

He can leg press 1,700 pounds and has 
skates custom-molded to fit every contour 
of his feet, so chances are you won't ever 
tear ass across the ice at 40 mph like 
Olympic speed-skating champ Apolo

It really 
hurts. Instead, just get a nice knee bend” 
For anyone seriously trying to up their 
speed, Ohno suggests one-legged squats 
with no weight. “Prop one leg up onto a 


bench and make sure you squat deep 
enough that your other leg gets parallel 
to the ground,” he says. 

Then, because you can only skate so 
far until you hit a rink wall, you have to 
learn the turn. “You should be leaning 
almost horizontally,” Ohno says. Drop one 
hand to the ice for balance, but keep all 
the pressure going through the blade. 
“Some of the guys will drop down and 
pivot on their ear,” he says. “But that’s 
when we're messing around.”
